FIRST DAY OF THE BESFION. 


fon. €. B. Dole, President of the Republic of Hawaii, 
formally opened the Regular fession of the Legislature of 1896 
at 12 o'clock noon Wednesday, February 19th, the Senate and the 
House of Representatives convening in the Hall of the “ouse of 
Representatives. 

The President of the Republic delivered the following 
address:- 

í "Since the adjournment of the special session of the Leg- 
islature, our relations witk other governments have continued to 
be of a friendly character. 

"During this period the district of Honolulu experienced 
an epidemic of Cholera violent and fatal in character, but which 
through the prompt and intelligent action of the Board of Health 
and the voluntary and energetic assistance rendered by citizens 
of all classes, irrespective of political sentiments, was con- 
fined to Honolulu and finally suppressed. Although the epide- 
mic lasted but a few weeks, it caused the Government a large ex- 
penditure of money for which special appropriations were made 
by the Council of ftate. It was also the source of serious 
interruption. to business in Vonolulu and general inconvenience 
through the islands to trade on account of quarantine regulation 
and the alarm and uncertainty that was everywhere felt in view 


of its possible extension. 


"The lessons taught the community by this experience

are very pointéd as regards the necessity of sanitary measures 
and regulations that shail make impossible the recurrence of Che 
lera or the prevalence of other dangerous epidemics. The Gov- 
ernment has collected information from abroad bearing on this 
subject, and has improved its machinery for destroying disease 
germs that may be brought here from other countries. 

"With the exception of the invasion of cholera, the state 
of public health has been as usual. 

"The last year's expenses were, in spite of the large out- 
lay on account of the insurrection of January and the cholera 
epidemic, kept within current funds, though not within the act- 
ual current revenue for the year tne Was accomplished by means 
of the large surplus ‘eileaee carried over from the previous yean 

"Although it is the policy of the Government to study econ 
omy in the expenditure of public funds, an increased appropria- 
tion for the coming period is deemed necessary; partly on ac~ 
count of the rapidly increasing number of school children req- 
uiring additional outlay for school buildings and teachers, 
partly for the sake of increased efficiency of the civil service 
in some departments and partly for the sake of public improve- 
ments necessary to industrial and commercial development. A 
part also of this increased appropriation will be required for 
carrying out the land policy of the Government under the Land 
Act passed by the Legislature at its last session. x 

"While it is recommended that certain public improvements 
be provided for by loan, it is expected that the balance of the 
roped increase of expenditure will come from the natural 
growth of revenue from duties and taxes, and from the action of 


special revenue laws recommended by the Minister of Finance, pre 
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viding for an increased tariff on certain imports, for the con- 
solidation of statutes relating to public licenses, and for a re 
adjudgement of the period of tax assessment. It is hoped that 
from these sources the revenue may be reasonably incressed with- 
out a necessity for the increase of direct taxation, 
PUBLIC IMPROVEMENT E. 

"The subject of public improvements demands careful study 
for, while borrowing to an extreme degree for such purposes, 
would tend to cripple the future administration of affairs, the 
neglect to make certain improvements for fear of debt would de=- 
lay the material and social progress we need and hope for. 

"The island of Hawaii, with great natural resources, yet 
with a small population in proportion to its area, rugged with 
lava flows and cut up with numerous and precipitous guliches, re- 
quires a large outlay for good roads. Road construction on 
this island, from these natural conditions, is more expensive 
than on the other islands and the length of necessary roads is 
greater. But the work ought to be done, and done well and 
quickly, as it is essential factor in the development of our 
largest island to a degree that will materially and beneficially 
affect the destinies of all the Hawaiian Islands. 

"Our increasing commerce calls for larger wharf facilities 
in the harbors of Honolulu and Hilo. This need is specially 
imperative at the port of Honolulu. The extension of the basin 
of this harbor is desirable for the shipping requirements of the 
not very remote future. 

"The prosperity of the Koolau side of Oahu would be greatly 
stimulated by better communication with Honolulu. 


"Upon these grounds I recommend adequate appropriations fe

new roads on Hawaii, for the Nuuanu Pali road on Oahu, for Hono- 


lulu wharf and harbor extension, and for a wharf at Hilo, and 
that the funds therefor shall be raised by loan. 

"The many instances in which streets in Honolulu and Hilo 
require extending or widening has led the Executive Council to 
consider the desirability of legislation which will define the 
extent of such extensions and additions to width,with authority 
to construct the same, and also provide against the erection of 
buildings within such limits after the adoption thereof. Bills 
carrying out this idea have been prepared and will be submitted 
to you by the Cabinet. 

THE LAND ACT. 

"Since the enactment of the Land Act, 1895, the Land Com- 
mission appointed under the Act has initiated operations under 
the same, taking up the survey of lands in various localities 
for EEEE, settlement, laying out roads for proposed settle 
ments, and preparing forms and blanks for carrying out the de- 
tails of the Act. Already on the islands of Hawaii and Oahu 
there are lands nearly ready to be opened for settlement. It 
is the desire of the Government to push the work under the Land 
Act with all the enterprise possible, under such appropriations 
as the Legislature may grant for the purpose, feeling confident 
that the speedy settlement of available lands by small farmers 
owning the soil will be a large factor in the industrial pro- 
gress of the country and will also diresly tend to increase the 
number of intelligent voters. While some of our people do not 
sympathise with the policy entered into by the enactment of the 
Land Act, no opposition to it has appeared. Some land-holders 


have begun to see that its measures will tend to their own bene- 
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fit in the way of furnishing a near market for the produce of 
their estates, as well as by creating a demand for holdings 
thereon under conditions of tenancy. 

"A number of persons, the subjects of other Governments, 
who were arrested for alleged complicity in the insurrection of 
last year, have complained to their Governments, charging the 
Hawaiian authorities with illegal conduct and asking that per- 
sonal damages be demanded therefor. The greater part of these 
complaints have been referred to this Government for information 
which has been furnished. 

"During the latter half of last year a policy of clemency 
toward political prisoners ió confinement was adopted by the 
Governments under which, from time to time, they have or re- 
leased under conditions of parole. This action has been just- 
ified so far by the result of greater political harmony. 

"An act based upon: the concession for a Pacific cable 
authorized by the last session of the Legislature, is now under 
discussion before the Congress of the United States, with a fav- 
orable prospect for its passage. 

"The status of the question of the political union of this 
country and the United States has not materially changed since 
the last session of the Legislature. 

"I feel confident that the reports of the several investi- 
gating commissions created by the Legislature at ite last sess- 
ion will materially aid you in your deliberations. 

"The Minister of Finance will present to you the several 
Appropriation Bills, which have received the careful considera- 


tion of the Executive Council. 


"The annual reports to me of the heads of the executive 
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departments furnish a clear statement of the administrative work 
of the past year. They are herewith transmitted for your 


consideration. 

"I congratulate you that the first regular session of the 
Legislature of the Republic of Hawaii opens under circumstances 
so auspicious for the general welfare. The promise of abundant 
crops for the coming year, of a large development of industrial 
and business enterprises, and, best of all, a decadence of the 
political animosities which for the past few years have been so 
great an obstacle to national prosperity, may well add hope and 


patriotic enthusiasm and a broad sympathy to your deliberations." 


Speaker Naone called the Houre of Representatives to 
order at 3 P.M. 

Clerk Keola called the Roll Call showing fourteen members 
` present as follows: 

Representatives Richards, Rycroft, Bond, Kamauoha, Pali, 
Hanuna, Robertson, Naone, Winston, Cluney, Davis, Halualani, Kaeo 
and McBryde. 

Speaker Naone explained that the House woul proceed 
with its business with all the same old officers. That re- 
election was only necessary in case of vacancies, and that the 
Senate had done the same. 

Attorney General Smith remarked that all the same old 
officers elected at the Special Session hold over, as the person- 
nel of the House had not changed; but it was in the power of 
the House to dismiss any of its officers if the House so desire. 

Rep. Kamauoha moved suspension of the rules and re-elect 


the same old officers; but he afterwards withdrew his motion.

Rep Robertson moved that it was the sense of the House 
that the interpretation of House Rule 6 was that the officers 
of the Special Session hold through until at the end of the Reg- 
ular Session. 

Motion was put and carried. 

NOMINATIONS FOR SERGEANT-AT-ARMS. 

Rep. Robertson nominated J. D. Tucker for Sergeant-at- 
Arms. 

Rep. Cluney nominated Will Prestige. 

Rep. Kamauoha nominated Isaac E. fherwood. 

On the first ballot, J. D. Tucker and I. H. Sherwood 
each received tix ballots, and Prestige received two. 

On the second balloting J. D. Tucker received eight bal- 
lots and Sherwood received only six. 

Speaker Naone then declared J. D. Tucker elected Ber- 
geant-at-Arms. 

The Attorney General stated that the Senate had acquiesce 
to take another Hall and let the House of’ Representatives re- 
main in their own Hall. 

On motion of Rep. Kamauoha, the House adjourned at 5.50

Rep. Robertson, from Special Commission on Senate Joint- 
Resolution on Great Seal and Department feals appointed at the 
Special Session of the Legislature of 1895, presented their Re- 


port, There were twenty-seven designs sent in to the Commis- 
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are After careful examination and consideration, the Com- 
mittee concluded to recommend the adoption of the design signed 
with the nom de plume "Anglo Dane," (Viggo Jacobsen), that 
being in their opinion the most meritorious and constituting a 
handsome and appropriate design for the 

@REAT SEAL. 

As to the Department Seals, the Commission were of the 
opinion that they should be of uniform design, and they thought 
that the design now used by the Interior Department was suitable 
and well adapted for the purpose. The Commission therefore 
recommended that that design be adopted by the Departments of 
Foreign Affairs, Finance, and the Attorney General, as well 
as the Interior Department, but inserting in each design res- 
pectively the proper name of each department. 

In conjunction with the Joint-Report, the Special Commis- 
sion presented a Joint-Resolution #1 that the Great Seal of the 
Republic of Hawaii be circular in shape, three inches in diamete 
and of the design hereinbelow attached, and more particularly 
described, etc. (See Joint-Resolution #1 and J't Rep't #1). 

On motion of Rep. Kamauoha the Joint-Report and Joint- 
Resolution were ordered translated and printed. 

On motion of Rep. Kamauoha the House took up House Bill 2 
relating to opening a new port of entry at Kailua on the Island 
of Hawaii. On suspension of rules, the bill was read 2nd time 
bytitle and referred to the Printing Committee.

Kamauoha asked a question to the Minister of 
the Interior lst, whether the Government intend bringing in more 
Chinese and Japanese laborers, and if so, to state the number, 
and 2ndly, are there not enough laborers in the country now that 
would meet all the demands of the Planters? 

UNFINISHED BUSINEES. 

2nd reading of Senate Bill #4 re: Homestead Leases. 

Minister Cooper moved that the Bill pass 2nd reading, 

Rep. Richards desired more information regarding the Bill 
from the Executive. He moved to adopt the Report of Committee, 

Rep. Rycroft said that the conditions had not changed since 
the passage of the Land Act; that when it was being considered 
it was generally conceded to be a splendid clause. He favored 
letting the bill stand as it is. 

Minister Cooper stated that at a meeting of the Executive 
the President and Cabinet were unanimous that the bill now before 
the House should pass. That Mr. Bolte had written a letter in 
German abroad as an inducement to settlers to come, that the 
lands were free to all. 

Rep. Rycroft explained that the offer in question was that 
after the expiration of their contract service, they could then 
become settlers on these homesteads. 

Rep. Kamauoha said that after 20 years revaluations of the 
lands are made and the 4% annual vental commences then. 

Rep. Rycroft said that revaluations are made at the end of 
20 years, but the four per cent. rental is from the start. 

Rep. Hanuna considered that the adoption of the Report 
Would not embarrass the government. 


Rep. Richards called the attention of the members to sect. 
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41 parag. 1 of Land Act, as follows: "He shall pay the taxes 
assessed upon said aventeen within sixty days after the same are 
delinquent." Rep. Richards then withdrew his motion to adopt 
the Report. 

Rep. Bond said that he had great confidence in the Executie 
which had brought in this measure for the good of all. He favor 
ed referring the bill back to the committee to see if a clause 
could be inserted in favor of the Hawaiians. 

Rep. Richards moved to postpone consideration of the bill 
till Wednesday as he did not thoroughly understand the bill. 

Rep. Bond asked the Minister if the Government was afraid 
as the law stands, that foreigners might take up more lands? 

Minister Cooper replied that that was not the reason for 
asking for the passage of the bill. The principal reason was 
that the Hawaiians would be in a position as pensioners of the 
Government. It was detrimental as the law now stands because 
there was no income and therefore no surveys-no roads-could be 
made, 

Rep. Bond enquired of holders above and below $300.00. 

Minister Cooper replied that the valuation of the land 
would be the same as others. Not excecding $300 go free. 

The motion to postpone consideration till Wednesday was 
then put and carried.

papers without requiring any license of the seller. This would 
not be fair to the news dealers who have to pay merchandise li- 
censes, We recommend that the second paragraph of Section 1 of 
the bill be amended so as to read as follows:- 

'SECTION 5: Every person who shall sell any goods, wares, 
or merchandise of foreign product or manufacture without a li- 
cense, or in contravention of the conditions expressed in his 
license, or of the provisions of this Act, upon conviction there- 
of before any Magistrate shall be fined in a sum not exceeding 
five hundred dollars, or in default of payment, chall be impris- 
oned at hard labor not exceeding six months, in the discretion of 
the Court. Provided, however, that nothing contained in this 
Act, nor in any license issued under it, shall be construed to 
prohibit the sale of foreign newspapers upon the streets of any 
town or village in the Hawaiian Islands by any person holding a 
license to sell goods, wares, and merchandise under this Act.'

If it is a success, as it seems 
likely it will be, the work of carrying it out will rapidly in- 
crease, and if the lands are taken up as they are opened up and 
become available it will be necessary to employ Rangers to 
watch the lande and see that the conditions upon which they are 
acquired are carried out. We therefore recommend that this item 
pass.

We have carefully investigated and considered the appropria- 
tions for salaries under this head, and we are of the opinion 
that they ghould pass at the rates fixed in the bill. A great 
deal of work is being done in this Bureau and much more is re- 
Quired to be done. fo cut down the staff of the Bureau would 
be to cripple this branch of the Government.

Your Committee on Public Health and Education, to 
whom were referred appropriations under the head of "Bureau of 
Public Instruction," in Senate Bill #1, having had the same 
under careful consideration, beg leave to report: 

From Ctatistics furnished by the Board of Education, Your 
Committee find the situation to be as follows:- 

The present pay roll of that Department is $15,167.25 per 
month; the salaries of teachers ranging from $10.00 a month for 
the temporary assistants to $225.00 a month for the highest paid 
Principal of schools, of whom there is but one who draws the 
aforesaid salary. The average salary paid to teachers at the 
present time is about $50.00 a month. 

The average number of pupils per teacher is 365. 

The sum of $360,000.00 provided for in the bill received 
from the fenate, is at the rate of $15,000 a month, which is be- 
low the present pay roll and allows of no further expansion in 
the Schools. The force of the observation that it would be 
useless to build school houses if there are no funds to pay for 


teachers to teach in them, will be at once apparent. The only 


way to meet the difficulty, if no relief ic given by the Legis- 
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lature, would be to close the schools when the funds are ex- 
hausted or to reduce the salaries which, with ver; few exceptiorm 
only afford a bare living for the teachers, 

The Board asked for an appropriation of $420,000 for the 
two years, ( $17,500 a month,) and the request was. based upon 
calculation. During the last two years the number of pupils in 
the Governemnt English Schools has advanced from 7732 to 9093, 
an increase of of 1361 pupils or 17.6 per cent. 

Allowing that during the next two years the increase would 
only be 1200, and the average number of pupils to a teacher be 
increased to 40, there would be 30 new teachers required, which, 
at the average salary of $50 per month, would mean $1500 a month 
more ($36,000 for 2 years.) 

There would be required for additional janitors and truant 
officers $250 per month, and for raises in salaries necessitated 
by the schedule which has been the guide for the Board's æ tion 
in apportioning salaries, the sum of about $33.00 per month.

The Board asked for $17,500 a month in order to have lee 
way to meet possible contingencies, ( $420,000 for two years.) 
Granting for the sake of argument that the estimated in- 
crease in the number of pupils may not be realized, it certainly 


Will not be contended that there may be a decrease, nor that the 
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present pay roll should be reduced. 

The dictates of wisdom would seem to require that provision 
be made for something beyond the bare necessities of the present 
moment. An ignorant constituency is neither desirable nor safe, . 
and your committee would deprecate an undue application of the 
principles of economy to this branch of the public service. 

The law pedini the attendance of children at school is 
compulsory and the inconsistency, to say nothing of the injustics 
of requiring a line of action for compliance with which, no pro- 
vision has been made, need not be dwelt upon. 

In connection with this subject, your committee would draw 
attention to the fact that the practice of aiding private schools 
with funds from the public treasury, has recently been by law 
discontinued, and the amount thus saved, amounting to the sum 
of about $18,000 aemualiy ; may justly be considered as legiti- 
mately available for the purpose of extending the public schools 
and increasing their efficiency. 

As will be seen from the report of the Board, many of the 
present school houses are over-crowded and the number of children 
Within school age still unprovided for, is estimated to be up- 
ward of eight hundred. 

As relating to the new item of $3600 for Deputy Inspector 
and School Agent; by reference to the report of the Board it will 
appear that the increase in the number of schools and the number 
of pupils attending them, has been so great of late years as to 
place it beyond the capacity of a single Inspector to give them 
proper attention. 


The petition from Kauai for an inspector for that island 
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alone may be taken as evidence of the public opinion on this 
point. 
CONCLUSION. 

Your committee appreciate the necessity of guarding in every 
direction against an extravagant or wasteful expenditure of the 
public funds, but they do not believe that the brunt of the bur- 
den of economizing should be thrown upon the Educational Depart 
ment, nor that its officers chould be hampered in their endeavors 
to carry out the provisions of the law. Expansion and extension 
should be the rule in this fisect tow, rather than contraction. 

The members of the Board of Education devote a large amount 
of time to the discharge of the public duties imposed upon them, 
and serve without compensation. 


We recommend that the iteme pass . as follows:-

We are fully convinced that public convenience, increasing 
traffic and other reasons demand the passage of such an Act as 
the one under consideration. 

But the improvements therein proposed are so extensive that 
it will necessarily take a number of years in which to complete 
them, and we believe that some of them are more important than 
the others, as for instance, the extension of Vineyard Street 
from Punchbowl to Liliha, and Fort Street to the Pauoa road. 

We therefore recommend that fection 1, the first paragraph, 


be amended so as to read:- 
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"Section l. The streets in the District of Honolulu, on 
the Island of Oahu, now known as Fort, Kukui, Vineyard, Kuakini, 
Bates, Pensacola, Mililani, and Young Streets, shall be extended 
as hereinafter set forth, at such times as the Executive Council 

shall decide according to the respective surveys for such extension 
thereof in the Schedule hereunto annexed, anything in the Act 
entitled, t'An Act to provide for the opening, improving and clos- 
ing of Highways,? approved December 19, 1892, to the contrary 
notwithstanding. Provided, however, that Vineyard and Fort 
Streets shall first be extended, and that the extension of the 
other of said streets shall be postponed until the completion of 
the extension of said Vineyard and Fort Streets.! 

We also believe that in justice to the owners of property 
through which the extensions will run, a reasonable limit of 
time should be fixed after which the right of the government to 
take improvements, made subsequent to the passage of the Act, 
without paying for them should cease. 

It does not seem right that private land. should be condemned 
and a perpetual injunction placed upon its improvement when there 
is no guarantee that the government will proceed with the work of 
extension. Nor would it be good policy to virtually forbid, for 
an indefinite length of time, the improvement of large strips of 
land throughout the town. 

We therefore recommend that Section 2 be amended so as to 
read as follows: 

t ection 2. If after the publication of this Act any per- 
son or corporation shall make or construct any buildings or im- 


provements of any kind whatsoever within the lines of street ex- 
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tension as hereinafter set forth, such person or corporation and 
their respective representatives shall be without remedy in law 
or equity for any injury, ee or damages that may be caused by 
the removal or destruction of such buildings or improvements when 
such removal or destruction is required by the extension of such 
streets as aforesaid. Provided, however, that full compensation 
for any such injury, loss or damage may be recovered by the 
owner of any buildings or improvements made or constructed after 
the expiration of five years from the date of the publication of 
this Act within the said lines of any street the extension of 
which has not within that time been actually completed.'! 

With these amendments we recommend that the bill pass.

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"The item of §3000 for Industrial and Reform School we find 
is wanted for current expenses, including food, clothing, bedding 
and necessary repairs, 

The $2000 for Sewing Materials and Manual Training, we 
find to be an increase of $1000 over what was appropriated for 
the last biennial period, but is for use in giving instruction in 
handiwork of great practical value which the Board are desirous 
of extending, 

The $1000 for Expenses of Teachers Convention is a new item 
for purposes which will be readily understood and needs no com 
ment. 

Book Fund $7000: The appearance of this item in the appro- 
priation bill is liable to convey a false impression without 
some explanation. 

The sum ig required for the purchase of supplies of text 
books which are largely sold to the pupils for cash, and the pro- 
ceeds turned into the treasury as a government realization, to be 
again reappropristed for the same purpose. 

It appears from the Report of the Board that an act to pro- 
vide for a more satisfactory arrangement with regard to this mat- 
ter, will be drafted for presentation to the Legislature. 

The $12,000 for Expenses of Census, we find to be the same 
amount as was appropriated for the Census of 1890. 

The Board asked for $15,000 and in view of the increase in 
population since the last Census, and the greater detail of in- 
formation that they are desirous of securing in the next Census, 
we believe the sum they ask should be granted. 


The sum of $6500 for Stationery end Incidentals is made up 
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as follows: 

Births, Marrieges and Deaths, $400; Clocks, $450; Freight 
and Cartage, $1000; Pens and Ink, $850; Paper, Envelopes and 
Pencils, $900; Postege Stamps, $350; Printing, $1000; Tele- 
phone, $192; Water Rates, $68; Rents for premises used for 
school purposes, Play grounds Hilo Union “chool $168; Church at 
Kahalepua used as school house $50; Marquesville, Honolulu, 
school house and grounds, $266; Crayons and Slate pencils, $800; 
Total: $6494, which is close to the amount asked for. 

Repairing €chool Houses, $10,000, we find that after making 
a careful detailed estimate of the amount required for the pur- 
pose above named, the Board asked for $15,000. 

Your Committee do not favor the poor policy of allowing val- 
uable property to go to destruction for want of proper care and 
protection from the weather, nor do they think that requests 
based on such careful estimates as are made by so reliable a body 
as the Board of Education, should be summarily reduced to so 
great an extent as is indicated by the foregoing figures. 

The total number of school houses and cottages now owned by 
the Government and under the control of the Board of Education is 
221, exclusive of minor out-buildings. 


Your Committee recommend that the items pass as follows:

"WHEREAS, we, the residents and taxpayers of the Districts 
of Hilo, North Hilo, Puna, and Kau, Island of Hawaii, in general 
Convention assembled, having closely watched the deliberations of 
the Reginuetuve over the Appropriation Bill, and failing thus 
far to perceive any indications which promise to the Island of 
Hawaii sufficient appropriations for its most pressing needs, al- 
though the efforts of our Delegation in this regard have been | 
untiring and call for our hearty endorsement and support. 

AND WHEREAS on the contrary large and free sums of money 
disbursed from the current receipts and revenues of the Govern- 
ment from all sources, are being appropriated for the City of 
Honolulu alone, in utter disregard of a pro rata popart onneni, 

AND WHEREAS we have reason to believe that this large Island 
of Hawaii, now producing one-half of the entire sugar crop of the 
group, with new and growing coffee interests emerging from the 
experimental stage to that of an established industry thereby at- 
tracting the attention of Capitalists abroad, with many thousands 
of acres parceled out by the Government into farming and homesteal 
tracts, access to which it has repeatedly pledged itself to build 
but in many instances left uncompleted, with large and valuable 
areas still available, all capable of an immense development,- 
with all the conditions favorable, which under a wise, liberal, 


and progressive financial policy would afford industry, occupa- 


tions and homes to a desirable class of settlers and citizens, 
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thereby still further building up the prosperity of the country 
at large and the Island of Hawaii in particular. 

AND WHEREAS for the bringing about of the general welfare of 
the country at large and the Island of Hawaii in particular, the 
immediate construction of roads, wharves, and other public works 
of necessity is of the most ureéenoy ‘and importance, and therefore 
must no longer be ignored or delayed by the Executive és Legisla- 
tive branches of the Government or be made to depend altogether 
upon the irregular receipts of loan funds which may be devated 
merely to such purposes as the Minister of Finance may deem exp e~ 
dient. 

AND WHEREAS we fear that a loan floated in the domestic mar- 
ket may prove unsatisfactory and insufficient, thus jeorpardising 
the chances of constructing the aforesaid works of public necess-~ 
ity, while we have goog reasons for believing that the credit of 
this Republic is ample abroad, that we can sents a large and 
satisfactory loan in foreign markets sufficient for the purposes 
desired. 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT AND IT IS HEREBY REFOLVED as the sense 
of this Convention, that the Executive and Legislature be called 
upon and urged to set apart suitable and liberal amounts from out 
of the‘ current receipts and revenues of the Government for the 
construction and maintenance of roads and bridges on the Island 
of Hawaii as the E eat apart thus far are ridiculously low 
and insufficient. | 

AND RESOLVED, that a suitable and sufficient sum from the 
current receipts and revenues of the Government, shall be set a- 


part for the erection of a hospital, a kerosene oil and explosive 
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warehouse, and the immediate commencement upon and widening of 
certain Hilo streets. 

AND RESOLVED that the Executive and the Legislature be calla 
upon and urged to introduce and enact a special act or acts appre 
priating definite and sufficient sums from the receipts under 
the Loan Act whereby the erection of a wharf for deep sea ships 
and a breakwater in the harbor of Hilo can be secured, and for 
other public works of necessity as may be necessary on the Island 
of Hawaii.

Great Seal as adopted by the House,

Sir:- 

Your Miscellaneous Committee to which was referred 
the Joint-Resolution concerning the "GREAT SEAL OF HAWAII" have 
carefully considered every item of the resolution, and beg leave 
to report as follows: 

We would respectfully recommend that the Senate do not con- 
cur in the action of the House on the Resolution, and we submit 
the following particulars in which, according to the ideas of the 
members of the Committee and of others consulted, improvements 
can be made. 

ARMS. We would respectfully suggest that in the heraldic shield, 
the bars in the upper, left hand corner be replaced by the 
Hawaiian Jack. The eight inhabited islands of the group 
would still be represented by the bars in the right hand 
lower corner, and we would also have in addition a represen- 
tation of the Hawaiian flag. The surcharged star would 
have additional significance by so doing. 

The Tabu Sticks as shown in the Exhibit would hardly be 
recognized by a Hawaiian as neither the staff nor the ball 
are suggestively drawn. They are correctly shown in the 
Great feail- of the Monarchy, and if represented at all, shoul 
be significant by being correct. 

SUPPORTERS. The figure of Kamehameha I. should convey the idea 


of a monarch or one in authority. If this idea is to be 
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conveyed, there vould be necessitated the removal of the 

band from over the shoulder and the alteration of the fisher 

man's malo, as shown in the Exhibit, to the royal malo, by 
lengthening it to the knees, 

CREST & MOTTO. We would suggest that the rays of the rising sun 
should be as in Exhibit "A" rather than as shown in the 
original Exhibit, and that the different letters of the leg- 
end be all in the same style. For instance, in the word 
Hawaii there are two different styler of the letter A, and 
in the word Republic, the letter U is different from the 
U in the word "Ua." 

FURTHER ACCESSORIES, We would lastly suggest that a drawing of 
the ever familiar and suggestive landmark, our own grand 
old Diamond Head, be given the position at the bottom of the 
shield in place of the fabulous Phoenix.

Judges concurrent jurisdiction with the Commissioners of Private 
Ways and Water Rights to hear said controversies. The evil 
sought to be remedied arises from the fact that water controver- 
sies are frequently complex and important cases and that the Com- 
missioners are generally persons having little or no knowledge of 
law. The result is that the decisions of Commissioners are of- 
ten of no value, and the time spent in trying cases before them 
is wasted. 

It seems to us that the Senate bill will not fully remedy 
the evil, and that that can only be accomplished by abolishing 
the office of Commissioners. 

We Meee E prepared a sub-stitute bill, which we sub= 
mit herewith, repealing the present law and placing said class 
of controversies in the jurisdiction of the Circuit Judges at 
Chambers. 

And we recommend that the substitute bill pass.

"Hon. D. L. Naone, 

Speaker House of Representatives. 
Sir:- 
Your Select Committee on House Bill No. 18: An 
Act to restrict target shooting on Sunday, ‘having had the same 
under consideration, beg leave to report as follows: 

By this bill it is proposed to prohibit target shooting on 
Sunday at any place within three miles of the Post Office in 
Honolulu, within one mile of the post office in Lahaina, and with 
in one mile of the post office in Hila. 

It would seem from the arguments of the advocates of the 
bill that it is their desire to prohibit target shooting on cun- 
day altogether, though the effect of the bill would only be to 
move the nuisance (if it is a nuisanee) from the neighborhood of 
those who now complain to that of other people who live beyond 
the specified limits. 

Those who favor the bill say that they do not like to see 
men go through the streets on Sunday carrying guns, but the ef- 
fect of the bill, if it should become law, would be to force the 
marksmen to carry their rifles longer distances and through more 
streets than they do at present. 

It appears that most of those who go target shooting on Sun- 
day are members of our volunteer forces and citizene guard,- men 
who we expect to actively assist in quelling any political dis- 


turbance: that may arise, and on whose efficiency we would have 
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to largely depend in case of trouble. They are also men whose 

occupations are such that the only opportunities they have to go 

shooting are on Sundays and occassional holidays. We should 
not put these men to expense and inconvenience by compelling 

them to go long distances in order to get their practice. 

As a question affecting morals we believe that to res- 
trict what is conceded to be an interesting and manly recreation 
would be to indirectly encourage habits less healthful and 
perhaps even vicious, 

Furthermore, if any individual's right to quiet and repose 
is interfered with by target shooting on Sunday, the offender may 
be punished under the present law relating to the observance of 
Sunday, and if religious worship is thereby disturbed the offen- 
der may be punisned under Chapter 55 of the Penal Code. 

We therefore recommend that the bill be indefinitely post- 
poned.

"Should the proposed new Penal Code be adopted in its pre- 
sent form, it would be necessary to recodify the civil Tawe, but 
we do not favor the recodification of our laws at the present 
juncture, 

The present Penal Code is out of print as also are the es- 


sion Laws of 1884, 1886, and 1888, and there are only fifteen 
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copies of the English version of the Compiled Laws on hand in 
the Interior Office. 

On this account, and for the further reason that the present 
volume of "Compiled Laws" contains a great deal of law that, 
having been repealed, is no longer in force, we believe that 
something should be done. 

We do not think it would be wise to make any radical changes 
in the law just now, and so we favor a recompilation rather than 
a recodification. The work of recompiling, especially of the 
penal laws, should be commenced as soon as possible. 

We herero e recomend that the Senate Bill be indefinite- 
ly postponed, and also that the following item be placed in the 
Current Receipts Appropriation Bill: 


k ‘Compiling and publishing the civil and penal laws, $8000.' 


; There is no need of appointing a Commission as the work can 
be done under the supervision of the Executive by some person 
employed for the purpose.

The adoption of the proposed code in its present form would 
necessitate the codification of the civil laws upon parallel 
lines in order to make a complete and uniform system. We do not 
think the time opportune to make any such radical change but are 
of the opinion that a compilation of the penal laws is desirable 
as the present code is out of print. 


After making. some few amendments which can be done at this 
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ession of the Legislature, the penal laws should be compiled and 
published in the same manner as the civil laws vere compiled in 
1884. This should be done without delay and we recommend that 
an appropriation be made for the purpose. 

We therefore Poceni that the report of the cormission be 
laid upon the table, and we will, with as little delay as possi- 
ble, submit a bill or bills for the purpose of making such im- 
provements in the penal laws as seem to be necessary for the pre- 
sent.

The undersigned, a minority of your elect Commit- 
tee to whom was referred House Bill No. 18, entitled, "An Act to 
restrict Target Shooting on Sunday," having had the same under 
consideration, beg leave to report as follows: 

fection 2 Chapter LILL of the fession Laws of 1886, provides 
for the restriction of Sunday amusements to such an extent that 
they shall not constitute a source of annoyance to that portion 
of the community which desires to observe the day as a quiet day 
of rest. 

The growing practice of target shooting on funday, even in 


the near vicinity of the home for the aged indigent, and appar- 
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ently carried on more for the sake of the pleasure derived there- 
from than from any necessity for it, may be taken as evidence 
that the law is not generally construed as applying to the use of 
fire arms on that day. 

The law fails of being prohibitory inasmuch as it throws 
upon private individuals che dveasresanie necessity of entering 
complaint and producing proof of nuisance before relief can be 
secured. | 

Your committee deplore the growing tendency toward turning 
the Sunday into a day for sport rather than repose, but realizes 
the difficulty of dealing with a subject on which public opinion 
is so divided. 

They nevertheless are of opinion that, when necessary, the 
power of the law should be called to the aid of those whose peace 
and rest have been disturbed, rather than to encourage and abet 
that which has proved to be a source of annoyance to those who 
have a right to look to the law for protection, 

Your committee are cognizant of the fact that a large portim 
of the community of Honolulu and of the people at large, are de- 
sirous of having the practice of target shooting on fCunday sup- 
pressed and believe that such a procedure would tend to the pro- 
motion of morality and of respect for the government. 

They therefore recommend that the bill be amended to read 
as follows: | 

tection 1. Target Shooting on tunday is hereby prohibited 

Section 2. Whosoever shall violate the provisions of this 
Act shall, on conviction before any District Magistrate, forfeit 


and pay the sum of not over Ten Dollars for each offense.

of the officers be found upon investigation that he had exceeded 
his authority, it would be attended to. 

Rep. Kaeo asked if "Tricks" welson was allowed to go on his 
own cognizance, while the Portuguese were not accorded that pri- 
vilege. 

Attorney General Smith said that he was not ready to answer 
that question; but as a matter of fact Nelson's offense was too 
trivial as compared with those of the Portuguese who raised the 
row after Nelson had gone. 

Rep. Robertson stated that the trouble was that the Depart- 
ment of the Attorney General was too ready to accept the word of 
police officers as Gospel truth. That he was an eye-witness 
to an occurrence when a police officer maltreated a person under 
arrest. 

Minister Smith said that the word of police officers were 
not always taken as Gospel truth. In case of the Portuguese, 
President Dole was present and it was he himself who approved the 
course of the police, saying that they had acted in a proper 
manner, 

QUESTION #28:- Rep. Kaeo presented a question to the Ministe 
of Foreign Affairs relating to matter of damages claimed against 
the Republic by Frank Godfrey. 

REPLY #29:- Minister Smith presented his reply to question 
of Rep. Winston in matter of assault on Frank Godfrey. The Min- 
nister in his reply stated that both the Marshal and he had en- 


deavored to ascertain from Frank Godfrey if he could give any in-

Speaker Naone called the House to order at 10 A.M. 

Prayers by the Chaplain after which the Koll was called: 
Thirteen members precent, Reps. Richards and Cluney absent. 

The Minutes of Friday, April 24th, were read, translated, 
and approved as read. 

A message was received from Henry Smith, Chief Clerk of the 
Judiciary Department, accompanied with the conclusion of the Bier 
nial Report of the Chief Justice. 

Two communications were received from the Senate accompanied 
by certified copies of Senate Bill #33: Additional Appropria- 
tion Bill of $10,000 for Expenses of the Legislature of 1896, 
and also Senate Bill #9: The Internal Taxes Bill. 

&TANDING COMMITTEES. 

REPORT #79:- Rep. Rycroft from Public Lands Cormittee pre- 
sented their report on House Bill #21 relating to promoting Fen- 
cing, recommending that the bill pass. 

The report was tabled for consideration with the bill. 

REPORT #80:- Rep. Rycroft again presented report of Public 
Lands Committee on Petition #29: from the Chinese asking for a 
site for the erection of a Hospital. 

The committee was in favor of the plan, but as it would be 
necessary to pass an act for the purpose, they recommended that 


the petition be laid upon the table for consideration with any 


bill that may be introduced on the subject. 
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The report was accepted and so tabled. 

REPORT #81:-Rep. Rycroft from the same committee reported on 
Petitions #16-17-18 from Hamakua residents complaining that only 
$1250 has been inserted in the Current Receipts Bill for roads in 
that district and praying that the item be increased to &5000. 

The committee recommended that the item pass at $1900, which 
was the amount originally asked for by the chairman of the Road 
Board when the bill was being made up by’ the Executive. 

Accepted and tabled with Senate Bill +8. 

REPORT #82:- Rep. Kycroft from Public Lands Committee again 
reported on Petition #30 from certain residents of Kula, Maui, 
praying that the streams at Pulehuiki be declared free. 

The committee stated „hat the petition was so indefinite 
that they could not make out what streams were referred to, and 
so they recommended that the petition be referred to the Minister 
of the Interior with the request that he take whatever action was 
necessary and appropriate in the premises. 

Report #82 was adopted on motion of Rep. Hanuna anc Peti- 
tion #50 was referred to the Minister of the Interior. 

REPORT #83:- Rep. Rycroft from the same committee presented 
their report on Petition #15 from North Kohala praying for an 
appropriation for a road from Honokane to Pololu. 

The committee found that a wagom road was needed at that 
place and they recommended that the following item be placed in 
Current Receipts Appropriation Bill: 

Road from Wonokane to Pololu, $3000. 

The report was accepted and tabled with fenate Bill #8. 


REPORT #84:- Rep. Robertson from Judiciary Committee reporta 
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on Senate Bill #30 re: Property of Divorced Husband or Wife. 

The committee were of the opinion that the reason applied 
only to Section 1531, and believed that it would be unwise to re- 
peal Section 1330 which protected the property of the wife when 
a divorce was decreed for the adultery of the husband. 

The committee recommended and submitted an amended bill- 
House Bill #26, in place of the Senate Bill. 

On motion of Rep. Kamauoha, House Bill #26: An Act to repeal 
fection 1331 of the civil code, relating to the ownership of the 
property of a married woman upon a decree of divorce for the aduk 
tery,- submitted by the committee was read first time by title 
and passed and then referred to the printing committee. 

Rep. Bond reported the Pro-posed Amendment to the Constitut-. 
ion as printed. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

QUESTION #32:- Rep. Kamauoha asked questions of the Attor- 
ney General relating to the divisional elections of Senatores du- 
ring the coming elections in 1899. 

QUESTION #33:- Rep. anuna propounded questions to the At- 
torney General whether or not his dcpartment was aware of the fac 
that some people were in the habit of sleeping over graves in 
the graveyards. 

Rep. hobertgeon on behalf of the Judiciary Committee gave 
notice of their intention to introduce bills, and on suspension 
of rules the two bills (#27) relating to Larceny, and (#28) rel- 
ating to repealing chapter 35 of the Penal Code relative to Aff- 
rays,- were read first time by their titles and passed, and then 


both bills were referred to the printing committee.

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RESOLUTION #13:- Rep. Fanuna introduced a resolution that 
a Committee of Five of the House be appointed to visit the Leper 
Settlement when the Committee of the Board of Health make their 
regular semi-annual visit to the settlement. 

Rep. Kamauoha greatly favored the resolution, and he moved 
to increase the number to nine, 

hep. kycroft could not see the necessity of sending a com- 
mittee there, believing it to be a mere waste of time to go. He 
moved to defer consideration till Wednesday. 

Minister €mith spoke in favor of the Resolution. He be- 
lieved that it was almost a duty to send a committee to the Set- 
tlement; that the Board of Health would make their regular semi-
